Mr. 
Dorner. in the course of his 
labors for good roads, has become e x ­ 
tensiv ely known both as a writer and 
a speaker 011 the subject. 
His article- 
on good roads hav e appeared in ov er 
150 Wisconsin papers, and as the com ­ 
mitteeman in charg e 
of the 
Pres- 
Bureau of the National Committee he 
is now publishing a series of letters on 
good roads in ov er 100 of the leading 
daily papers throug hout the country , 
lie is also a frequent contributor to the 
ag ricultural papers. 
He has spoken 
on good roads before the Wisconsin 
Agricultural Society and before the 
Farmers’ Institutes. 
His most notable 
address was deliv ered last Nov em ber 


at Indianapolis before the Farm ers’ 
National Congress. 
This address was 
larg ely reported and reprinted in the 
northwest, particularly in the Chicag o, 
Minneapolis and 
M ilwaukee papers. 
He there adv ocated g reater honesty in 
method-, the more 
liberal 
use 
of 
machine,ry , the pay ment of road tax es 
in ca-h. and abov e all, the introduction 
of state aid. 
His address was pro 
nounced one of the v ery best deliv ered 
at the conv ention. 
W e consider th e Assem bly Associa­ 
tion peculiarly fortunate in inaug urat­ 
ing a crusade for good roads in North­ 
ern Illinois under so able a chafnpion 
as <n to Dorner.

deal, in fact, nearly ev erthing , to say 
on this question, 
it is not th e purpose 
of our org anization to load up the farm­ 
ers with tax es for the purpose of build­ 
ing roads for city eludes to ride bicy cles 
on. 
Howev er, the fact that we do ride 
bicy cles lias taug ht us the enormous i u 
m roum 
difference between a good road and a 
poor one. 
J ust as a horse would tell 
us of this difference if he were able to 
ex press himself. 
We feel that there is 
a tremendous waste of effort, energ y 
and money in the present methods of 
building our hig hway s, and this it is 
our aim to correct. 
Farmers today are 
pay ing the entire cost of roads 
which 
is an injustice. 
There art) enormous 
monied interests in the larg e cities 
which would deriv e profits from good 
roads, and these should be made to con­ 
tribute to the ex pense of their con­ 
struction. 
This must be accomplished 
I throug h a state aid sy stem of road 
building , or some practical form of 
state aid, which Is the only way of ob- 
. taining contributions to a road fund 
, from these larg e city tax pay ers.

A pleasant day spent by the Na tiona l 
Editorial association in Mexico wac at 
th e ancient fortress, or castle, of Cha- 
pultepec, about three miles from the 
‘ capitol. 
It is a rocky eminence of vol­ 
canic formation nearly two hundred 
feet high, thrown sheer out of the 
plain, from time immemorial, ta t least, 
before gunpowder), the impregnable 
home of emperors and rulers of that 
wonderful country. 
On -the summit 
now is a palace, rebuilt and furnished 
by the unfortunate emperor, Ma ximi­ 
lian, under the supervision of his em­ 
press, the lovely ( arlotte. 
Her cul­ 
tured mind, in the days of prosperity, 
t efore it was so sadly darkened by ad­ 
versity, is indicated in the broad drive­ 
way winding up the rocky bluff to the 
castle; in terrace, fountain and flower 
garden in the pa la ce court; in the ele­ 
ga nt furniture, statuary, stained-glass

windows, broad porches, with ceilings 
cha rmingly frescoed by master hands; 
pictures on the walls and wood-carving 
over doors, elega nt mantles, rich vase« , 
plush carpets, a ll evidenced tha t here 
was indeed a palace planned and fur­ 
nished under the direction of a princess 
of refined taste. 
W e notice, en pa ss­ 
ant, there comes from Europe a faint 
hope of a 
restoration of Car lotto - 
mind and a suggestion that she desires 
to return to Mexico for a visit. 
What 
a sad reca lling of happy days would 
visit to this lovely castle be to ta e ex­ 


empress! 
On the s u m m i t of Chapultepec the 
visitor enjoys a cha rming view of the 
Valley of Mexico, so often described by 
the ablest writers as the most beautiful 
in all the world. 
As you stand upon 
the portico or terrace, looking in either 
direction you appear to be in the cen­ 
ter of a cha rming plain, encircled w.,th 
a chain of vast mountains, here a nd 
there a volcanic peak, as if nature in 
tended to inclose, richly framed, 
ta is 
lovely landscape, whileoff to theeouth- 
ca st appears in all its grandeur, old 
Popocatepetl, a bright so.ita ire pend­ 
ant, as its snow-capped peak in the de­ 
clining sun brightly indicates, without 
very much stretch of the imagination. 
W e are at the edge of a shaded drive 
leading to the city, nearly on a line ot 
tha t famous causeway which ca me so 
near proving the death trap 
o í Cortes 
and his entire army. 
The rocky cliffs 
are surrounded and 
many of them 
shaded by a forest of grand old cypress, 
which ha ve battled the storms of many 
centuries, 
festooned with 
beautiful 
Spanish moss swaying from branch 
and trunk. 
No fairer dream of para­ 
dise could be imagined than this view, 
across a va lley of soft green fields, 
hedges and avenues, tha t fade in the 
azure distance, where the eye finally 
rests upon a faint line of pale blue 
mountains which hang a ga inst the far 
distant horizon. 
A more cha rming spot could hardly 
be conceived; and yet, there cluster 
around this fortress historical recolloc- 
tions, a ncient and modern, never sur­ 
passed in importance on this continent. 
Who, in his boyhood patriotic enthusi­ 
asm, does not recall reading an account 
of the storming ot Chapultepec by the 
American army under Scott fifty years 
since'" 
To ha ve been ga zetted as one 
of the brave army at the storming of 
the out-work of the eitidel, El Molinos 
del Rey, and this ca stle at the ga tes of 
the City of Mexico, was quite equiva ­ 
lent to the order of knighthood, 
and, 
indeed, 
much more prized by the 
American soldier in 1-84» . 
A ma rvel 
in our history it is to recall the men 
who were here in their youth, for it 
includes nearly every lea ding genera l 
in the late war of the rebellion. 
Read 
the names (we alterna te union and con­ 
federate) of those brevetted for brav­ 
ery at tha t time: (/enerá is Grant, Lee, 
McClellan, Longstreet, 
“ Stonewall 
J ackson. J oseph E J ohnson, ‘'ligh t­ 
ing J oe5’ Hooker. Charles F. Smith, 
Beauregard, Pillow, Sumner, Pickett, 
Casey, Geary, Reno, Magruder, Lyon 
(of Wilson creek fame), Anderson 
of 
Fort Sumpter), Shields, Crittenden, I>. 
H. Hill, Van Doran, Hancock. Gra n­ 
ger. Seidgwick, Fitz J ohn Porter, P em ­ 
berton, and man) others of less fame. 
But we must not forget Lieut. Mayne 
Reed (with his New York company), 
the famous novelist, who was there 
seeking fame at the cannon’s mouth. 
When General Scott, with his army, 
marched upon the ( ity of Mexico, he 
found the Height- of Chapultepec a 
guardian genii to his progress, and it 
was only after a bloody ba ttle tha t he 
captured the citadel. 
It was then, as 
now, ttie tra ining school of the nation, 
and many brave cadets fell in its de­ 


fense. 
As to the ga lla nt fight. T h e T e l e ­ 


g ra m refers to history; 
on l y 
modern 


history in connection with ' hapulte- 
pec, for were not battles fought here 
in prehistoric ages, when la itec war­ 
riors stuggled for supremacy. 
Let us 
drop back a Little less than four centur­ 
ies. 
W ere we a bit pedantic after the 
manner of a Napoleon at ( heops we 
might 
ima gine 
“ forty 
centuries” 


“ 
l o o k i n g at us, ’ but vve will be sa tb- 
fied with less than four. 
Stood here 
Cortes with his 
lieutenants, 
the 
ancient ca pita l of Anahuaa in plain 
view, not 
a lea gue distant. 
W ha t 
f e e l i n g s of admiration, a we and envy, 
must ha ve filled the Spanish breast as 
he gazed upon the granduer of Mon­ 
tezuma's capital, the 
grea t city of 
Tenuehtitla n. 
At the foot of this 
rocky eminence rippled the spa rkling 
waters of Lake Fezeucan which en­ 
closed the city on the island in its 
center, a very Venice with its many 
canals and causeways: the la tter lead 
ing to 
the main land lake shores 
where were scattered many cha rming 
palaces of Aztec chiefs, built with an 
artistic taste, indicating a culture sur­ 
passing anything seen in old Castile at 
that day. 
Solid stone walls with 
inner decorations of tapestry and fres- 
coe; homes surrounded with extensive 
and a rtistica lly planned gardens; trei- 
iesses and aromatic 
schrubs 
from 
tropics tha t filled ttie air with sweet 
perfume, groves with ma rble walks, 
>parkling fountains fed from immeme 
stone reservoirs; flower gardens tilled 
with na tive and exotic shrubs; a via r­ 
ies complete with birds of sweet song 
and 
gorgeous 
plumage; 
zoological 
gardens 
containing 
many 
Gra nge 
quadrupeds never 
before 
seen 
by 
Europeans. 
There were 
about the 
city, market places of many acres, sur­ 
rounded by porticoes and pavilions, 
stored with a rticles for sa le by artisan 
as well as by farmer, who there dis 
played their merchandise and fabrics. 
Streets were not 
encumbered with 
vulgar shops. 
Those wonderful float 
ing islands rode at anchor on the 
placid waters of the lake, for the 
Aztec loved flowers as fondly as do his 
descendants at the present day. 
Such 
was the Utopean fields C jrtes looked 
down 
upon 
from 
Chapultepec 
the 
morning after tha t frightful disaster 
to his army upon the causewa y lea ding 
out from the Aztec capitol, where ho 
had hoped to stea l away in the night 
but the emperor, nephew and successor 
of Montezuma, the brave Guateraozin, 
was 
on the alert, 
Spaniards 
and 
their Tuscalan a llies found an enemy 
on guard, bridges destroyed and, ala^ 
a S p a n i a r d could not swim 
loaded 
down with gold and silver and jewels, 
plunder 
stolen 
lrom 
Montezuma's 
treasures. 
The leader himself gua rd­ 
ed by tha t mysterous woman in white, 
a guardian spirit seen all tha t night 
mounted upon a cha rger » by the gener­ 
al's side. 
W ell did she protect Cortes 
and to this day she lingers about the 
pleasant groves of this palace, seen 
amid rocks and trees only when night 
—a 
sort 
of 
fashion, 
or fad with 


their priests and chiefs, was too much 
for the good Mexicans to endure. 
By 
familiar 
proximity ha ving 
become 
a ware of the fact tha t the horse and 
rider were really separate beings, the 
la tter a common sort of a pulqua drink­ 
ing Spaniard, i he tables were turned 
and in the genera l sla ughter the great 
leader himself, as hinted, was only 
saved in darkness by a “ lady in white.’ 
But in the nick of time arrived from 
over the sea reinforcement and again 
Cortes captured the 
Aztec capital, 
burned its grea t temples and palaces, 
dumped the Aztec handmade gods into 
ditches as foundations for the true 
church. 
Only a compa ra tively few 
specimens of Aztec or Ta ltec art wa* 
left.

habit« that will disap p ear under p rop er 
treatment. 
The inability to talk p lainly or to ar 
ticulate excep t with great effort, when 
due to organic trouble or malformation, 
doe« not conn; under the head of stam­ 
mering and in not within the scop e of 
the. stuttering « ¡iceiulisf. 
I he whole filing i« very simp le,” 
aid the p rofessor, “ so simp le that you 
Will smile when I tell you that the sole 
and only cause of stuttering and stam­ 
mering is careless resp iration. 
Peop le 
who suffer from the imp ediment have 
only to p ause, take in a long breath, 
and then, op ening the month in tin* 
manner laid down in the charts used by 
Vlocutioni« t« , p ronounce the word « harp 
ly. Have you never noticed the remark­ 
able hurt that p eop le who are inveterate 
stammerers are often accomp lished vo 
calists? That is because in the act of 
singing resp iration is done in a p rop er 
way. 
“ A novel fact is that the troubles of 
stammerers or stutterers lie entirely 
with tlie vowel sounds. Patients do not 
seem to understand this. 
In describing 
their cases they will tell me that they 
have difficulty in sounding ‘p ’ or ‘d. ’

ger at flu* vowel. 
A p atient comes to

One of the queerest languages in the 
world, used for the queerest p urp oses, 
is the “ camp hor language” of Johore,’ 
a e< nnfry of the Malay p eninsula. It has 
lately been 
studied and rep orted up on 
by Mr. Lake, an English engineer in 
the service of the sultan of Johore. This 
language is called the “ Pantang Ka- 
p or, ” or camp hor language, and is used 
by the native« and all others who are 
engaged in gathering the p roduct of the 
Malayan camp hor tree and only at that 
tune. 
If they used either of the ian- 
y or the 
believe 
m y camphor, 
and fo r a most curious reason. The earn 
p oor free, Dryoblanop s eamp hora, grows 
abundantly in certain p arts of the 
p e ­ 
ninsula, but only occasionally contains 
< amp hor crystals. 
The camp hor is not 
the same as that obtained from the cam­ 
p hor laure l of Formosa and Jap an, 
which is the source of the ordinary cam­ 
p hor of commerce, 
it is a sort very 
highly p rized by tlx* 
Chinese in the e m ­ 
balming of their dead, in incense and in 
medicine, and the gum brings much 
more than the common camp hor. 
I lie Malayans and other Johore na­ 
tives believe that each sp ecies of free 
has a sp irit, or divinity that p resides 
over its affairs. 
The sp irit of the cam­ 
p hor tree is known by the name of Bi- 
sun 
literally "a woman. ” Her resting 
p lace is near flu* trees, and when at 
night a p eculiar noise is heard in the 
woods, resembling that of a cicada, tlx* 
Bisan is believed to 
1m« singing, and 
camp hor will surely he found in the 
neighborhood. But the sp irit of the cam 
p hor tree seems to be jealous of the p re 
cions gum and must be p rop itiated, and 
it she knows that hunters are in quest 
of it; six* will endeavor to turn their 
step s aside. 
So it is necessary to sp eak 
in a tongue which she does not under­ 
stand. 
For this p urp ose the “ camp hor 
language” has been invented. 
It con­ 
sists of a mixture of Jakun and Malay 
words, but these are curiously altered 
and reversed, and the natives p ositively 
believe that the divinity of the camp hor 
tree is comp letely confused. The JakuuH 
who hunt the camp hor ar« ' one of the 
wildest of p eop le, blit inoffensive. They 
live together with monkeys, dogs, eats, 
innumerublt fowls and p erhap s a tame 
hornbili in p erfect harmony under mov 
able leaf shelters built, on p oles 
111 the 
woods. — Boston Traveller.

It is useless to 
ignore clothes us a p owerful factor in 
our lives. If the tailor does not actually 
make the man, " he certainly has

gn at deal to do with the semblance. 
On© of the great causes of untidiness 
among men who can afford to dress and 
ap p ear well is th** lack of p rop er valet­ 
ing. 
In England every well to do man 
has iiis clothes taken care of by a serv­ 
ant, and if lie has not his own e.sp e- 
• nil man there is always some one in 
the household whose duty it is to see 
that his coats are well brushed, bin 
trousers cleaned and p ressed, his shoes 
p olished, hats brushed and all the de­ 
tails which m this country—excep t the 
shoes, p erhap s—a busy man is sup p osed 
to see to himself. 
In America a man arrogates to him­ 
self a certain credit in not caring for 
clothes-—“ he has no time for such non­ 
sense”—the 
consequence 
being that 
when conventionality demands a recog­ 
nition of its claims, it, requires an esp e- 
t ial effort, 
which is often ap p arent. 
Many p olitical and business men will 
say that it is a distinct disadvantage to 
dress well in this country. 
Older mer 
chants regard a p unctiliously dressed 
clerk with disap p roval. Public men say

Eight lire ship s 
ha\ ng been sent into the Sp anish f l e e t 
Man 1 wire off in great disorder. Profiting 
by the p anic, the English fell up on them 
and cap tured or destroyed a number of 
their si dp s, and Admiral Howard main 
tained a running fight from July 
21 to 
July 27, with such effect that the Sp an­ 
ish commander, desp airing of success,

Ether, it has been discovered bv a 
Danish exp erimenter, has on p lants an 
effect exactly the reverse of that which 
it has on animals, and instead of p ut­ 
ting them to sleep will awaken them 
even from that deep slumber which or 
(linarily nothing but the 
arrival of 
sp ring can disturb. 
The p lants to be 
etherized are p laced in airtight boxes 
or glass cylinders, according to size, and 
exp osed to the fumes ft r f rom 2-1 to DO 
hours. By doing this 
111 the fall the ac 
fivity which otherwise would not begin 
for months is started, and the p lants, on 
removal from the etherizing chambers 
to a hothouse, at once leaf out, bud 
and blossom m a most surp rising way. 
As yet only willows, hyacinths and 
lilacs have been tried, and in many in­ 
stances well develop ed 
flowers were 
p roduced before Christmas. With lilacs 
the success was esp ecially great, but 
this is believed to be due simp ly to the 
<u < identul bitting in their case of just 
the right amount of ether to administer. 
It is believed that further exp eriments 
will reveal the best p rocedure to follow 
with other p lants and that the discovery 
will he of vast imp ortance to florists, 
enabling them to control with accuracy 
the out of season blossoming of any 
p lant. 
The p rocess is inexp ensive and 
easy of ap p lication, the only danger 
connected with it being that of lire, as 
tlx* ether tumes are ready to burst into 
flames on 
small 
\ ork Times.

IT ANNOYED HIM. 


One never knows for certain how 
much of the knout is left in modern 
Russia. The telegraph wire still at times 
carries the horrid whiz of it from re­ 
mote Siberia, and only the other day I 
saw mention in news from St. Peters­ 
burg of a new imperial ukase, “ abolish­ 
ing the use of the knout for the punish­ 
ment of offenses committed by the peas­ 
antry, which has hitherto been complete­ 
ly at the mercy of the local judges in 
this respect. ” I was under the impres­ 
sion that the “ local judges” had been 
deprived of their knout for 20 years or 
more, but the sender of this message 
adds that “ statistics were submitted to 
the czar, showing that in ten years 3,000 
persons, mostly guilty of thefts of prod­ 
uce, had died after punishment with the 
knout. * ’ 
Granted the infliction of the knout, 
the 3,000 deaths are easily believed. 
The instrument itself, supposing this re­ 
port to he true, evidently dies harder 
than its victims. 
Blit even in Russia, 
where the rod and its equivalents have 
had a more extended and bloody exist­ 
ence than in any other European state, 
the humaner spirit of the age has been 
felt, and one is disposed to regard as ex­ 
aggerated the statements just quoted. 
Certainly we had been given to believe 
that the knout was abolished for all but 
the gravest offense as long ago as 1866. 
But Russia has never been governed 
wholly by its written laws, and there 
are regions of that e m p i r e where a ukase 
may be slow to reach the “ local judges. ” 
The merciful edict of 1866, however, 
stopped short at the confines of Siberia, 
and it was with the object of learning 
to what extent the knout is used in the 
Siberia of today that I sought an inter­ 
view with a distinguished and very in­ 
teresting exile. M. Alexander Sochac- 
zewski, on a visit to England. 
M. So- 
chaczewski, a Pole by birth, an artist 
by profession, and in England to ar­ 
range for the exhibition of a picture 
which w ill move the sympathies of ev­ 
ery friend of the victims of the czar, 
was a political exile in Siberia at the 
age of 21 and suffered 1 % years in the 
mines, during 2 % of which he carried, 
night and day, chains of which marks 
are permanently graven on his ankles. 
Twenty years in all were the days of 
his exile, and he counts himself happy 
that he did not, like so many of his 
comrades in oppression, perish under 
that cruel yoke. Indeed lie speaks with­ 
out bitterness and says that even in Si- 
bera oiit may often forget oneself. 
M. Soehaczewski could say much about 
the knout. 
He had been main times a 
v it ness of its infliction. 
The knout, in 
facs, was in use in the mines during the 
whole of M. Soehaczewski’s exile, and 
do se who were condemned to it suffered 
in public. 
At tHe present day M. Soehaczewski 
believed that it was practically abolish­ 
ed in 189 3, but the governor retains a 
certain discretionary power, which may 
mean much in Siberia. 
NV ould M. So- 
chaczewski describe the punishment? 
He took a half sheet of note paper and a 
pen and made a rapid sketch. 
“ That is 
the knout,” ho said. A baud <>f leather, 
as is well known, serves the execu­ 
tioner for a handle, and the knout it­ 
self is a single thong of leather, rough 
and very hard, tarring toward the ex­ 
tremity, where it is weighted with a 
ball of lead. 
With this the executioner 
—who is generally a reprieved murder­ 
er—can inflict as great or as little suf­ 
fering as he pleases. 
“ Thus,” said M. Soehaczewski, “ the 
prisoners would sometimes give him a 
ruble to prove his skill, when he would 
strike one of them, apparently with full 
force, across the palm of the hand, but 
the blow would scarcely be felt and 
would not leave a scratch. 
NV ith the 
same instrument he could kill at a single 
stroke, and was occasionally bribed by 
condemned prisoner to do so, breaking 
the ribs and almost tearing out the 
heart. 
What number of strokes, I asked M. 
Soehaczewski, were ordinarily inflicted? 
He replied that it was of no great con 
sequence, inasmuch as punishment with 
the knout was generally regarded us a 
sentence of death. 
A man under sen 
tence of 100 lashes might die at the 
third lash, in which case the remaining 
9 7 would be given to the corpse. It was 
possible, if the executioner did not em 
ploy his whole art or strength, for the 
victim to escape death, but he would 
theu inevitably be a cripple for the rest 
of His life. There were men in the hos 
pital in his time whom the knout had 
maimed forever. 
1 asked whether the knout exhausted 
the resources of penal discipline in Si­ 
beria. 
“ By no means,” said AI. So- 
chaezewski. 
He took up his pen again, and scratch 
ed mo a picture of a whip called the 
plet, which has three tails of twisted 
leather, with bits of metal at the tips. 
It is a little less deadly than the knout, 
but an expert flogger can kill his victim 
at the fifth stroke. There is a difference 
iu flogging with the knout and with the 
plet. The knout, like the English “ cat, ” 
is laid across the back. 
The three tail> 
of the plet score the back downward, 
from the nape of the neck to the loins, 
and every stroke, properly given, carries 
away three strips of skin and bites well 
into the flesh. 
Yes. 
M. Soehaczewski 
had seen many comrades suffer under 
the plet. “ Protest? To wliat end? ” To 
protest was ro be tied up oneself. 
The 
very flogger ran the risk of being cut to 
pieces witii knout or plet if he failed to 
kill or maim his victim.—St. Paul s.
